J. H._Lake, of the Hope Natural Gas 
company, is about ^eight miles south- 
west of.

The mouth of the well Is about 
1.300 feet above sea level. The Bay- 
ard si'nd. the lowest of the gas sands, 
was found in this well at a depth of 
2.050 feet.

Named in order of depth, the four 


deepest wells ia the world are the 
Lake, 7,57» feet; the Goff, 7,386; a 
well at Czuchow, Germany.

Lake and the Goft, the Lake surpass- 
ing the German well by the large mar- 
gin of 231 feet. In comparison with

reached by wells or mines sunk in the 
crust of the earth are rather insignifi- 
cant. The deepest mine In the world 
is shaft No. 4 'of tie Tamarack mine, 
in Houghton County, Mich., which has 
reached a depth uf 5,200 feet. Other 
shafts of the Tamarack company and 
of the Calumet & Hecla mine, in the 
Lake Superior region, reach depths 
between '4,000- ami 5,000 feetr Three 
shafts in lite Priibram silver tonnes. 
in Austria, nave reached depths of 
about 3,300 feet The Victoria quartz 
mine, at Bendigo. Australia, is 4,300 
feet deep. - A number nt shafts in the 
Transvaal gold region of South Africa 
have been sunk to depths of about 
4,000 feet. 


"~ The depth to w>ich a mining shaft 


can be sunk is limited by the heat 
-of the rocks, as tlie temperature at a 
depth of a mile in nearly all parts of 
the earth is so high that workmen can 
not live in.it, even with ventilation. 
The depth to which a well six inches 
in diameter can be drilled seems to 
depend chiefly on skill in drilling and 
strength of cable. The'cable itself is 
heavy, 'and besidrs carrying its own 
•weight and the weight of a drill, which 
weighs one of two tons, it must bear 
strains produced by vertical move- 
irents of the drill, which may be so 
great as to break it at any moment, 


' so that the drdll and part of the cable 


may be lodged, in the-well in such a 
•way that they oannot be removed.

of the;three deep w-ells, the Geary,, 
the Goff, and the Lake, by the United | 
States Geological Survey. In each of j 
these wells the temperature at a' 
dentnrof 100 feet is about 55 -degrees I 
F. and gradually rises with increase 
in depth, reaching 142.0 degrees F. j 
in the Geary' well at a depth of 6,100 
feet, 159.3 degres F. in the Goff well i 
at a depth of 7,310 feet, and 16S.6 de-1 
grees F. in the Lake well at a depth! 
of 7300 feet. 
The observation at a 


depth of 7,500 feet in the Lake well 
was made at the deepest point yet 
reached by any observer. 


The source ot the enormous quan- 


tity of heat stored in the -interior of 
the earth is not known. Some writers 
think this heat is due to the disinte- 
gration of rad_ium in the rocks, others 
think that the earth is a cocSing globe, 
radiating heat developed during con- 
densation_ from the original nebula, 
and others think that it is due to va- 
rious causes, such as- radioactivity, 
chemical reactions, impacts from me- 
teorites, or condensation from ne- 
bulous materaaL 


The strata of lime, slaite and sand 


penetrated by these deep wells were 
ongina-lly sediments deposited from 
ocean water. A bed of ocean water 
was actually found in the Geary well 
at a depth of 6,260 feet. Dr. 
I. C. 


White, staite geologist of West Vir- 
ginia, with whom the United States 
Geological Survey ie cooperating in 
these investigations, is of the opimon 
that this water is a fossil ocean, im- 
prisoned since mid-Paleozoic 
time. 


Interesting evidence in regard to the 
geologic history of the 
formations 


was obtained by Charles Butts, of the 
United States Geological Survey, who 
identified a number of fossils from 
depths of 7,187 do 7,365 feet in the Goff 
weH. 
The material from the Ixike 


well has not yet been fully examin- 
ed. It may be possible by examining 
the fossits to determine the geologic 
ages and horizons of the beds pene- 
trated and so to estimate the depth 
at which the Clinton sand should \te 
beneath the bottom of this well. The 
well probably does not pass through 
more than one-half the total thick- 
ness of sediments m this region.
